The market, along with the out¬ 
door Bailey Head market, is run by Oswestry Town Council.

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Work to start 
on £100,000 
sport scheme 

WORK on £100,000 improvements to sports 
facilities at Walford & North Shropshire 
College in Oswestry will start in the next 
few weeks. 

A new training pitch will be created and 
floodlights installed on the multi-use games 
area at the Oswestry campus. It is hoped the 
work will be completed by early summer. 

It is part of a move to boost facilities for 
the growing number studying sport.

It is also looking 
for clubs interested in using training facili¬ 
ties, particularly on Monday and Tuesday 
evenings.

drove towards Gobowen. 

Looking at vehicles travelling in both 
directions approximately 1,300 a day are 
exceeding 35.4mph, the group said. 

In March the speed van caught one driver 
travelling at 58mph and in June another 
driver was travelling at 48mph. 

The safety partnership says 15 per cent of 
drivers are still travelling along the road too 
fast more than a year after the safety meas¬ 
ure was introduced. 

The speed enforcement site was launched 
as part of the Safer Roads Partnership in 
West Mercia’s Community Concern pro¬ 
gramme, which responds to community 
requests for speed enforcement. 

When the site launched there was a signif¬ 
icant speed compliance problem and 15 per 
cent of vehicles were travelling above 
38.4mph along the 30mph road. 

Bosses say although speeds have reduced 
slightly, there is still an issue - particularly 
with vehicles travelling towards St Martins. 

Anna Higgins, the partnership’s commu¬ 
nications manager, said: “Data suggests that 
almost 80 per cent of offenders are from the 
Shropshire area. 

“We will continue to target this road with 
our speed enforcement vehicles in a bid to 
bring speeds down even further.” 

Shropshire Councillor David Lloyd, mem¬ 
ber for the Gobowen area, said: “Residents, 
especially parents, will welcome the exten¬ 
sion to this speed enforcement site.”

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Jobs set to go as council 
cuts its £ 80 m wage bill

JOBS ARE set to go at Powys County Council under plans to stream 
line the way it is run and to slice its £80 million wage bill. 

Facing a challenge to cut as much as £30 million off its overall budget while maintaining 
as many services as possible, the council has confirmed that jobs will have to go and the 
process starts immediately. It has also confirmed that students in post-16 education will 
have to cough up for their transport costs. 

“The council will not be providing figures until the formal consultations start and 
affected employees are fully aware of the proposals,” said a spokesperson. 

■ u.. _■_“The consultation will be starting next 

week.” 

Council leader David Jones said Powys 
faces some tough decisions. 

“We have been warning residents, staff 
and service users for some time that funda¬ 
mental change was needed and the new 
operating model and restructure are the 
start of that process,” he said. 

“The background to the issues has been 
clearly set out; a huge financial shortfall cre¬ 
ated by public sector austerity cuts and suc¬ 
cessive disappointing budget settlements, 
shifting population trends creating new 
service pressures - particularly for schools 
and adult services, and ever-increasing 
inflationary costs. 

Changes 

“We will be focussing on the roles and 
responsibilities of individuals and services 
across the whole organisation. The new 
operating model and restructuring mark 
the start of that process and will trigger 
many changes in the future. 

“During this transformation our empha¬ 
sis has to be on creating a leaner, more effi¬ 
cient organisation; one that drives service 
improvement in all areas and not one that 
simply cuts service provision in response to 
financial pressures.” 

The council has confirmed that it will be 
raising council tax by 2.75 per cent, as well 
as raising council house rents.

HOMEOWNERS in Mid 
Wales are being urged to 
lock their sheds and out¬ 
buildings following a spate 
of burglaries. 

Dyfed Powys Police said 
there have been eight bur¬ 
glaries from sheds in the 
force area since January 1. 

Chief Inspector Richard 
Lewis said: “We’ve seen sev¬ 
eral cases in the last month, 
with eight crimes committed 
in sheds and other outbuild¬ 
ings.

Market accolade as the UK’s best is well deserved 


OSWESTRY’S famous indoor 
market was this week recognised 
as the best in Britain - and that’s 
some achievement with markets 
failing all across the country. 

The plight of the market trader has been 
a problem for a long while but while many 
have packed away their goods and given up 
the ghost Oswestry’s market still remains a 
great example of days gone by. 

As a child I can well remember being 
dragged along by my mother to one market 
or another in search of bargains and being 
fascinated by the traders and their goods 
they had to offer. 

Later I became a regular contributor to 
the World’s Fair & Market Trader, a publica¬ 
tion seemingly read by every stall holder in 
the land. But how that all changed with the 



demise of street markets across the country 
and my monthly payment dried up. 


So it is great news to see Oswestry’s 
indoor market - The Powis Market - held in 
such esteem and being crowned the coun¬ 
try’s top local council-run market by the 
National Association of British Market 
Authorities. 


The judges said the market’s refurbish¬ 
ment, new website and free wifi internet for 


customers and traders helped Oswestry to 
clinch the title. The market, along with the 
outdoor Bailey Head market, is run by 
Oswestry Town Council. 

The Powis Hall houses a great variety of 
traders and has a lovely atmosphere since 
the refurbishment programme last year. 

Although the number of traders on mar¬ 
kets across Britain has plummeted the 
indoor market has consistently seen its 
stalls full, often with a waiting list. 

Thank goodness Oswestry’s reputation as 
a market town remains as strong as ever. 

THERE was also good news in Welshpool 
with organisers announcing that the newly 
named Bob Jones Memorial Air Show will go 
ahead again this year despite earlier specu¬ 
lation that the event was under threat. 

Business are being encouraged to get 


involved and provide the show with support 
and it is to be hoped the appeal is successful. 

Bob Jones, who was a classmate of mine, 
built up the Montgomeryshire Airport on his 
land just outside Welshpool from scratch 
thanks to his love for everything connected 
with aviation. 

Bob, who died so tragically last year, 
would have been immensely proud to have 
the airshow named in his honour. It would 
have been a tragedy had the show not hap¬ 
pened this year.

Bobby's brush with iron 
Lady was never forgotten

THERE aren’t many people who 
could accuse Margaret Thatcher 
of being too kind about striking 
workers. 

But that is what a former Llanfyllin 
schoolboy did when he incurred the famous 
wrath of the Iron Lady on the cusp of her rise 
to power. 

The encounter is among many chronicled 
in the autobiography of 80-year-old Bobby 
McAlpine, One Shot At Life, detailing his 
time at the family business, global construc¬ 
tion firm Alfred McAlpine, along with his 
views on John Major, whom he met a number 
of times, and even how he ended up drinking 
with legendary footballer George Best. 

Born into wealth and privilege as one of 
the heirs of an already successful company, 
Bobby began his school life at Llanfyllin, 
near Oswestry, and has spent much of his life 
since in the corner of the world where Shrop¬ 
shire, Cheshire and North Wales meet. 

Today, he lives with his second wife Angela 
at Tilstone Lodge, a few miles north of 
Whitchurch, and his family has owned the 
Llanarmon shoot, near Oswestry, for more 
than 80 years. 

College 

Bobby joined his family’s construction 
firm at the age of 18 as a junior engineer, ini¬ 
tially studying one day a week at college and 
becoming well known on the local tennis and 
squash scene. It was during his 44 years with 
the company, resulting in seven as chair¬ 
man, that Alfred McAlpine was involved in 
the road and house building boom and built 
stretches of the M6 and M5. It was also 
responsible for a series of Shropshire proj¬ 
ects, including the £14 million scheme to 
build the A53 bypass at Hodnet, near Mar¬ 
ket Drayton. 

Bobby McAlpine is the great grandson of 
the company’s Victorian founder Sir Robert 
McAlpine. For nearly 20 years he was a direc¬ 
tor of Aintree, home of the Grand National, 
and has chaired the Chester and Bangor-on- 
Dee courses. Mr McAlpine has owned race¬ 
horses since the mid 1950s, winning various

major races including the Ascot Gold Cup, 
Champion Stakes and Supreme Novice 
Hurdle at Cheltenham. His love of horse 
racing grew after he became a steward at 
Wolverhampton racecourse in his mid 20s, 
which he did alongside his job in the family 
business. 

In his early 20s he was living at his 
father’s home at Tickwood Hall, overlook¬ 
ing Ironbridge, but for three months of the 
year his father would go away to South 
Africa so Mr McAlpine would live on Tetten- 
hall Road in Wolverhampton. 

He recalls the terror he felt at asking a 
question of Mrs Thatcher in the late 1970s, 
while she was trying to win favour with 
those opposed to James Callaghan’s han¬ 
dling of the Winter of Discontent. 

He was at a lunch at Claridge’s in London, 
attended mainly by members of the con¬ 
struction trade, and had been given a ques¬ 
tion to ask her by the Conservative MP Tom 
King following remarks she had made about 
brave firemen, who were on strike, risking 


their lives. The MF| now Baron King of 
Bridgwater, was of the opinion that some 
firefighters were extremely well paid and 
‘moonlighting like there was no tomorrow’. 

“She went cuckoo”, Mr McAlpine recalls. 
“She said, ‘Mr McAlpine, are you a fright¬ 
ened man?’ and I said, ‘I’m absolutely terri¬ 
fied’. 

Despite their awkward encounter, Mr 
McAlpine regards Mrs Thatcher as the 
country’s best prime minister, something 
he felt her successor John Major fell far 
short of being. 

He recalls how he had been with Mr Major 
in the final months of his premiership host¬ 
ing him at the Grand National when Mr 
Major was faced with a booing crowd. The 
book also tells of how Mr McAlpine played 
bridge with Lord Lucan a matter of days 
before he went missing in November 1974. 
They were both members of the Portland 
Club which counted politicians and peers of 
the realm among its members. 

His encounter with George Best was at 


the height of his football career in a night¬ 
club in Manchester, where he had gone with 
a friend he knew through horse racing. 

But to focus only on the famous people 
and politicians he has met would be to neg¬ 
lect the huge accomplishments of his life. 

He and his second wife Angela have a 
daughter, Emma, while Mr McAlpine also 
has two sons and a daughter, Euan, Christo¬ 
pher and Jane, by his late first wife, also 
Jane. 

He stood down as chairman of Alfred 
McAlpine in 1992 and left the company alto¬ 
gether in 1998. It is now owned by building 
giant Carillion. 

And he has plenty of advice for today’s 
politicians. He says: “One of the big scan¬ 
dals of recent years is how successive gov¬ 
ernment neglected infrastructure. 

“The only thing the Government seems to 
want to build is high-speed rail when we’re 
desperate for roads. 

“The problem is governments are not 
interested in things that take a long time.”

WHAT WILL NEW LEGISLATION REGARDING NO-WIN NO-FEE CLAIMS MEAN FOR VICTIMS? 

Q: I have heard that the rules for claiming compensation are changing and that people will get less compensation for a personal injury. I have read so many 
different things about it, but am still unclear. Can you explain exactly what it means? 

A: Currently people who have suffered an injury through no fault of their own, e.g. in a road traffic accident, are able to claim compensation in full under a 
No-Win No-Fee Agreement. Under the existing No-Win No-Fee Agreements, when a case wins the solicitors will be paid an extra percentage of their costs 
(success fee) by the losing insurance company. This means that usually the injured person receives 100% of the compensation awarded. 

The legislation due to be brought in by the Government in April will mean that the success fee will be limited and will be paid from the compensation, so the 
days of 100% compensation recovery will be over. This may well mean that (a) there will be fewer solicitors prepared to take on personal injury claim cases 
and (b) claimants may find themselves losing up to 25% of their compensation award to help pay the legal costs of bringing the case. The Government has 
said this move is necessary as too many bogus claims were being made due to No-Win No-Fee Agreements making it too easy to pursue a claim. What it 
will do is give the insurance companies a windfall as they have already calculated and collected their premiums. 

Anyone who feels that they have a case to bring should consult a solicitor as soon as possible and seek to enter a No-Win-No-Fee Agreement before the 
end of March in order to avoid the impact of these changes.

Turbines as tall as Blackpool Tower 


I SEE that Welshpool Town Clerk 
Robert Robinson is going to conduct a 
survey in the caravan sites and hotels 
of Montgomeryshire, to find out if visi¬ 
tors to the county support wind tur¬ 
bines, or wind generators, to describe 
them more correctly. 

He is quoted as saying ‘to simply 
argue that wind farms will have a neg¬ 
ative effect on tourism is not enough

How is he going to prove that with a 
questionnaire, when neither the town¬

Cabinet 
agrees to 
increase 
rent rate 

COUNCIL house rents in 
the Welshpool area will 
increase by 3.68% from April 
in-line with Welsh Govern¬ 
ment recommendations, 
Powys County Council’s 
Cabinet has agreed. 

The increase, which will 
be implemented at the start 
of the month, will maintain 
services and help fund 
investment needed to bring 
the council’s housing stock 
up to the Welsh Quality 
Housing Standard. 

Cabinet member for hous¬ 
ing, Councillor Rosemarie 
Harris said: “The rent 
increase, £2.60 per week, is 
being recommended by 
Welsh Government and is 
the minimum the authority 
could set without financial 
penalty. If we set a lower 
ratewe would lose out on the 
level of subsidy it receives 
from Welsh Government. 

“The increase will allow 
the council protect housing 
maintenance services and 
fund the borrowing neces¬ 
sary to bring our council 
house stock up to the Welsh 
Quality Housing Standard. 

“Powys has already set 
out investment plans worth 
more than £50m in its 
medium term financial plan 
through to 2015/16 that will 
be used to address housing 
quality standards. 

“There will be no increase 
in the level of county council 
garage rents until there 
council has reviewed man¬ 
agement strategy plans.”

Delay stalls model aircraft plan 


A DECISION on whether a 
model aircraft club should be 
able to fly planes in a field 
near Oswestry is likely to be 
delayed after the applicants 
claimed they may have to 
resubmit their plans.

But the members say even if their 
application is turned down, they are 
‘positive’ they will win their case on 
appeal. 

Shropshire Council had hoped to 
determine by the end of this month the 
group’s planning application to be 
allowed to fly their aircraft from a

farmer’s field in Maesbury throughout 
the year. 

But group chairman Mervyn Davies 
said the decision would have to be put 
back. He said: “The council planners 
say the first application is not right. 

“One thing they say is that the 
trailer we use is not located in the right 
place on the plans. 

“Another thing is a question about 
the location of the car park we use.” 

He said he would re-apply if he had 
to and was waiting for paperwork to 
come through. 

Mr Davies said if the council refused 
permission he would appeal to a plan¬ 
ning inspector. 

The club had to appeal for permis¬ 


sion to fly after it was refused approval 
by the now defunct Oswestry Borough 
Council in 2006 over noise concerns. 

That permission ran out after two 
years and since then the club has been 
using a planning rule which allows 
them to fly models for 28 days a year. 

Club members say having a 365-day 
permit would boost membership. 

Mr Davies said: “Whatever the coun¬ 
cil decides, I still think we will eventu¬ 
ally get the permission. 

“If they turn it down we will appeal 
to the inspector. We won the last time 
and I am positive we will win again 
because nothing has changed.” 

Objectors say the noise from the air¬ 
craft is a nuisance. 

Shropshire Council spokeswoman 
Laura Owen said the authority had 
asked Mr Davies for more information.

Arty spin-off 
from project 

A HIGHLY successful tools for Africa proj¬ 
ect is to have a spin-off for art lovers in a 
town in Shropshire. 

The Borderland Rotary Club, from 
Oswestry, sent donated tools of all kinds to 
Africa help young people learning a trade 
set themselves up in carpentry, plastering 
and other businesses. 

Those that couldn’t be sent will be turned 
into a sculpture by master blacksmith, 
Chris Stokes to be exhibited in the town. 

Mike Lade, from the Rotary Club, said 
the project had been hugely successful. 
Tools had been put together to make up kits 
to give to those starting out in their careers. 

“For instance, a young man might be 
given a carpentry kit so that he can start up 
a business and help support his family. 
Someone might become a cobbler or even a 
car mechanic,” he said. 

“There were tools, however, that could 
not be sent as part of the project and we did¬ 
n’t want to just throw these away.” 


Shropshire Councillor Steve Charmley 
said: “A cafe has been in the pipeline for a 
while. I am very pleased that it is now in 
place. There was a lot of controversy when 
the old one closed. The finances didn’t stack 
up for the council to invest in a kitchen. 

“Shropshire Leisure, which is running 
the centre, has identified it as an income 
stream and has invested in putting a 
kitchen in.” 

Oswestry Leisure Centre has already 
undergone a refurbishment of its fitness 
suite, including the creation of a 75-station 
fitness space and a shopping area. 

On August 1, 2012, Shropshire Council 
appointed Shropshire Community Leisure 
Trust (SCLT), working with managing 
agent Serco Leisure, to run the site. 

Under the contract with SCLT, Serco pro¬ 
vides management services to five leisure 
centres across the county; Market Drayton 
Swimming Centre, Oswestry Leisure Cen¬ 
tre, Shrewsbury Sports Village and Indoor 
Bowls Hall, Whitchurch Swimming Centre 
and the Quarry Fitness and Swimming Cen 
tre in Shrewsbury. 

The 10-year contract has already seen 
£1.2 million investment across the sites. 

Brian Taylor, chairman of SCLT, said: “So 
much progress has been made since SCLT 
were appointed to manage the centres, 
including the investment into the fitness 
suites at Oswestry, Market Drayton and 
Shrewsbury Sports Village.”

Oswestry town councillor Paul Milner, a member of Shropshire Patients Group, says he 
fears the introduction of the new 111 NHS service next month could see vulnerable people 
‘slipping through’ the NHS care net. 

Every GP in Oswestry has criticised how the new set up, which will see non-medically 
trained staff take calls from people with health concerns. 

Oswestry Town Council is to hold a public 
meeting to put the GPs’ concerns to 111 
service bosses and has also written to health 
secretary Jeremy Hunt and North Shrop¬ 
shire MP Owen Paterson. 

Councillor Milner said: “My main con¬ 
cern, and it is shared by the GPs in 
Oswestry, is that people who have no med¬ 
ical training will be answering the calls. 

“They will be using a computer pro¬ 
gramme checklist to decide what treatment 
a patient might need. 

Vulnerable 

“Every patient in Shropshire should be 
worried about this. If patients are not 
speaking to medically trained people, the 
danger is people will fall through the net. 
Elderly, vulnerable people who can’t say 
what’s wrong with them and their answers 
don’t fit the checklist could be at risk.” 

In response to the fears, Dr Caron Morton 
from the Shropshire Clinical Commission¬ 
ing Group, said: “We recognise the excellent 
work Shropdoc carries out locally, and 
would like to stress that the Shropdoc out of 
hours service will still continue. 

“By phoning 111 patients will be directed 
to the right service for their needs. 

“If a patient is assessed as needing GP 
advice, they will be passed to Shropdoc and 
it will be the same clinicians as now that will 
treat people. Importantly, Shropdoc will 
have information on the 111 call to min¬ 
imise patients needing to repeat details. 


Sewer system 
work outlined 

EXPLORATORY work to pave the way for a 
£1 million sewer improvement scheme in a 
village near Oswestry will start this month, 
water bosses have revealed. 

The work by Welsh Water will bring an 
end to a 25-year battle by St Martins resi¬ 
dents for improvements to their sewer sys¬ 
tem. 

The village has been plagued with prob¬ 
lems for a generations including flooding, 
blocked toilets and overflowing sewerage. 

Campaigners were delighted to be told at 
a public meeting last week that a £1 million 
investment plan had been agreed by Welsh 
Water. The firm’s North Wales sewerage 
manager Andrew Wild has outlined the 
works programme. 

He said: “Welsh Water has worked hard 
in recent months to identify a solution to 
the historic sewer flooding problems in St 
Martins. We aim to invest around £1 million 
in the village to help reduce the risk of 
future flooding.”

If you want to know how important 
the new Octavia is to Skoda’s contin¬ 
uing growth you needed to see the 
small army of people spending a 
month in the Portuguese sun. 

They were everywhere, helping guide 1,000 
motoring writers from around the world to the din¬ 
ing room at the hotel, the conference room, the 
breakfast room ... the check-in desk at the airport 
and the orange juice and cakes at the coffee stop 
on the test route. 

Some of Skoda’s support drivers had spent 
three days ferrying a fleet of big Superb saloons

several thousand kilometres from their native 
Czech Republic to the guaranteed frost-free climes 
of southern Portugal, to chauffeur writers from air¬ 
port to hotel for their one-night stays. 

Then you discover that 44 in every Skodas built 
are Octavias and more than 3.7 million have been 
sold since the first ones arrived in 1996. 

Skoda’s ambitious plans for the years ahead 
would derail if Octavia sales softened. 


So it’s no surprise that Octavia mark three, which 
reaches the UK on March 16, is no mould breaker. 
Its simply bigger, bolder and better than before; 
moving the game on without upsetting potential 
purchasers with anything too radical. 

It’s based on the same new, and wildly expen¬ 
sive to develop, underpinning seen in the latest VW 
Golf (and new Audis and Seats too) and comes 
with a series of petrol and diesel engines aimed at 
stretching visits to the pumps and cutting nasties 
from the exhaust, to the benefit of the environment 
and an owner’s wallet. 

The new Octavia is 90mm (3.5in) longer than 
before but, crucially the distance between front 
and rear wheels is stretched 108mm (4.2in), with 
the extra space given to rear seat legroom and an 
ever bigger boot. 

The old Octavia is a hit in China, where they like 
room in the rear. They’re going to love the new one, 
as are UK taxi firms and families with teenage chil¬ 
dren and masses of luggage. 

Skoda long ago stopped fighting for the 
cheaper end of the car market, concentrating 
instead on value (the M&S philosophy, you could 
say) and must have decided there’s a big enough 
jump in quality and design to stand a significant 
price rise. 

That means the new range starts at £15,990 for 
a 1.2-litre petrol model, a stiff £2,605 rise on before. 
The car on test, a 1.6 diesel in mid-level SE trim and 
a likely big seller, has risen £1,740 to £19,240, with 
the new range-topping 2.0 diesel automatic up a 
more modest £785 to £23,240. 

Skoda says the entry-level new car has £3,500 


of extra equipment as standard, including alloy 
wheels, DAB radio, extra airbags, remote central 
locking, touchscreen for the sound system and an 
eco-boosting stop/start system. 

Octavia estates have always been popular and 
a version is mere months away. Later in the year 
we’ll see the go-faster vRS model make its appear¬ 
ance, promising to be the fastest Octavia yet. 

The most economical Octavia yet, also arrives in 
2013, with a GreenLine model. 

On the near deserted Portuguese roads the new 
Octavia comes over as a more sophisticated ver¬ 
sion of the old car, with a surprising amount of 
added space, especially in the back, where a six- 


footer can comfortably sit behind his identical twin 
brother at the wheel. 

The 1.6 litre, 103bhp diesel pulls well and will 
prove more economical than the 1.4 petrol model, 
which delighted a keen driver by feeling lighter on 
its toes; almost sporty in its eager responses. It is 
£860 less than the diesel too. 

Lots of Octavias will end up as company cars, 
where the diesel’s economy (71,6mpg is the offi¬ 
cial, but highly unlikely average) is going to make 
it much more popular than the petrol model. 

The fact that the diesel also shrugs off the Lon¬ 
don congestion charge and laughs in the face of 
road tax, will clinch the deal.

Most of the plastics and fabrics used in the interior fit with the 
retro image of the 500, and it looks great and feels sturdy 
enough. 

The 500 is far from a simple, nostalgic interpretation of 
Dante Giacosa’s iconic 500 of 1957 even though the new 
car’s chic styling does boast visual clues from the past. 

Taking a quantum leap forward in terms of safety, technol¬ 
ogy, comfort and equipment for this segment, it represents a 
company blueprint for the future. 

Popular 

This latest development comes on the back of the launch 
of the Colour Therapy. Positioned between the highly popular 
500 Pop and Lounge specifications, the new Colour Therapy 
range is designed to bring back the spirit of the 1970s with a 
collection of vibrant colours and retro white detailing. 

Available in both hatchback and convertible versions, and 
with 0.9-litre TwinAir and 1.2-litre petrol engines, the cars 
come in five special paint colours: New Age Cream, Country- 
politan Yellow, Pasodoble Red, Volare Blue, and Tech House 
Grey.

Rallying with Group B and the 
Historic Rally Car Register 
(HRCR) are joining forces to 
stage spectacular live demon¬ 
strations at this year’s Donington 
Historic Festival (May 3-5), bring¬ 
ing added excitement to an 
already action-packed weekend. 

Throughout the festival, Donington Park’s 
Melbourne Loop will see the legendary 
Group B rally machines in action, a powerful 
reminder of the 1980s when Donington Park 
was an RAC Rally stage and Group B cars 
dominated the world of international rally¬ 
ing. 

The Melbourne Loop will also see stage 
and road rally cars from the HRCR - includ¬ 
ing, it is hoped, several iconic ex-works cars 
from the 1950s and 1960s - tackle a mini 
stage-type course and autotest, showing 
just how nimble they can be, and demon¬ 
strating why historic rallying has become 
such a popular sport. 

With its live action demonstrations, Rally¬ 
ing with Group B recreates the glory days of 
a short but significant era from rallying his¬ 
tory. Introduced in 1982, Group B regula¬ 
tions resulted in outrageously fast 
performances from cars such as the Audi 
quattro, MG Metro 6R4, Ford RS200, Lancia 
037, Porsche 911 RSR and Peugeot 205 
T16. 

Lightweight composite panels, four-wheel 
drive systems, complex turbo and super¬ 


charging combined to produce cars which, 
with in excess of 600bhp at their command, 
could out-accelerate Formula One cars of 
the period on gravel. 

However, in 1987, following a number of 
high-profile accidents and prominent driver 
deaths, Group B was banned, with enthusi¬ 
asts’ only chance to see the cars in action 
now restricted to demonstration events. 

The Historic Rally Car Register celebrates 
its 30th anniversary at the festival. Initially 
founded to preserve genuine ex-works rally 
cars, the overwhelming response to its first- 
ever rally in 1983 marked the foundation of 
the international historic rallying movement. 

Historic 

HRCR members are providing a wide 
selection of historic rally cars to represent a 
full cross-section of all aspects of historic 
rallying at the festival. 

This will include Mini Coopers - made 
famous when HRCR president Paddy Hop- 
kirk took one to victory on the 1964 Monte 
Carlo Rally - and Sunbeam Tigers, linked 
with the Alpine Rallies of the mid 1960s. MGs 
and Austin Healeys will also take part, 
together with cars representing the long-dis¬ 
tance events of the 1970s such as the Tri¬ 
umph 2000 and Austin 1800, plus Mkl and 2 
Ford Escorts, which now achieve major suc¬ 
cesses within the British Historic Rally 
Championship. 

And, of course, with the festival’s open 
paddock, spectators will be able to get a 
really good look at all the rally cars as well as 


the more than 400 historic racing cars, span¬ 
ning seven decades, which are due to com¬ 
pete at the event. 

Donington Historic Festival organiser 
Duncan Wiltshire said: “We are thrilled that 
the two clubs are staging what promises to 
be an unforgettable spectacle for festival vis¬ 
itors, to complement the fantastic historic 
racing. 

“The sight and sound of the Group B cars, 
all spitting flames and with whining turbos 
will be enormously exciting, while the HRCR 
displays will show spectators that the cars 
many of us remember from the roads of our 
youth are capable of considerably more 
than a trip up the motorway. 

“I suspect more than a few of our visitors 
will go away vowing to give historic rallying 
a go for themselves!” 

Advance ticket prices start at £12 for the 
Friday, £20 for Saturday or Sunday and just 
£36 for a three-day weekend ticket. 

On-the-gate prices will be £15 for Friday, 
£25 for Saturday or Sunday and £45 for the 
three-day weekend.

Top towing tips 
for staying safe 
when on roads 


Road safety charity the 1AM offers 
motoring tips from Britain’s top 
advanced driver, Peter Rodger. This is 
his advice on towing techniques. 

Rodger said: “Whether you’re towing a speed¬ 
boat, a horsebox, a caravan or another car, there 
are certain rules which must be applied. It is 
important to recognise the challenges which 
come with having to control not just one vehicle, 
but two.” 

Rodger offers tips for successfully towing another 
vehicle: 

• Watch the weight of the towed vehicle - this should 
not exceed 85 per cent of the car’s kerb weight. Excess 
weight will cause instability. 

• Check the unit you are towing is secure before pulling 
away, and check again after a short distance. Look for 
anything loose, disconnected, missing or broken. 

• Check that your extra rear lights are all connected 
and fully functional. Get somebody to help while you 
test the brakes and indicators. As well as additional 
lights, you will also need an illuminated number plate at 
the rear of the unit. 

• Check the pressure of all tyres before you set off, 
bearing in mind those of the towed unit as well as your 
own vehicle. 

• Stopping distances and the space between you and 
other vehicles should be increased appropriately,

allowing for the extra weight you are carrying. You 
should also allocate more time to overtaking, position¬ 
ing yourself for turns, parking, pulling into traffic 
streams, changing lanes and joining and leaving motor¬ 
ways. 

• Use your mirrors frequently - the fact you have lost 
the use of your rear view mirror makes extended door 
mirrors very useful. Extended towing mirrors are not a 
legal requirement, but you will have a better feel for 
overtaking and reversing. 

• Be aware that reduced speed limits usually apply 
when towing vehicles, and remember to extend cour¬ 
tesy to vehicles following you by allowing them to pass. 

If you would like any further help and advice on tow¬ 
ing, you may want to consider signing up for a manoeu¬ 
vring course with the Camping and Caravanning Club, 
which now has a tie up with the lAM’s own towing test.

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Slow start 
to the year 
gains pace 

A "slower than usual" start to the 
year gave way to increasingly 
brisk trading in the used car mar¬ 
ket as January wore on, according 
to CAP, the car information 
provider. 

Two factors appear to have driven the even¬ 
tual increase in trade appetite for cars. 

Number one was a growing concern 
among dealers that they might be caught 
short of stock, as it became apparent that 
there were fewer cars available than typical for 
the start of the year. This was then coupled 
with a determination to snap up the best cars 
as soon as they appeared. 

Although demand did pick up, senior editor 
Derren Martin sounded a cautionary note on 
the future prospects for market price stability 
as the struggling economies of Europe may 
cause manufacturers to focus on the UK as 
their best bet to increase new car sales. 

Tough time 

He says: "Stability is the watchword at the 
moment as dealers enjoy healthy retail sales. 

"They are prepared to compete for the stock 
they can most easily turn into prime retail offer¬ 
ings and Black Book Live has been tracking 
values on the rise since the middle of January. 

"Many of our franchise dealer contacts in 
particular have been telling us their sales are, 
if anything, stronger than at this point last year 
and even margins are holding up - which 
demonstrates that consumers are also pre¬ 
pared to pay for quality instead of simply buy¬ 
ing on price alone. 

"However, manufacturers are having a very 
tough time in Europe and may well look to the 
UK this year as their best opportunity to keep 
the wolf from the door." 


Expect driverless 
cars in the future

Imagine a world where cars can 
drive themselves. The guys who 
built Google have been imagining 
it. In fact, they’re building it right 
now. Giles Turnbull reports 

Take a look at the touchscreen 
smartphone in your pocket. Just a 
decade ago, such a device was fan¬ 
ciful, an idea from science fiction. 

Then the iPhone came along and changed 
phones forever. 

Now take a look at what we know about 
Google’s driverless cars project. The 
Wikipedia page at 

en.wikipedia.org/wiki/Google_driverless_car 
is a good starting point, because (oddly) 
Google doesn’t have a page of its own on the 
subject. 

Driverless cars? Sounds crazy. But give it 
another decade. 

Road accidents kill and injure hundreds of 
people every year, and the majority of those inci¬ 
dents are the result of human error. 

Google’s proposed solution is simple: let 
machines make the decisions, and lives will be 
saved. 

The Google team took ordinary cars and 
added laser hardware to help them “see” and 
custom-made software to help them understand 
what they see. 

The cars are able to work out what’s road and 
what’s pavement. They know when to give way 
and when to drive on. They even respond to 
unexpected events, such as pedestrians step¬ 
ping out into the road. 

Google’s founders Larry Page and Sergey 
Brin are confident that self-driving cars are an 
important technology for the coming years. 

They could increase road capacity and 


decrease accidents. A car could be shared 
among several people or families, and sum¬ 
moned to its owners with an app on a smart¬ 
phone. Why is Google involved? Partly because 
research like this requires enormous pots of

• Prior to making a cold start in sub-zero 
temperatures, allow fuel pumps time to pres¬ 
surise by leaving the ignition on for approxi¬ 
mately five seconds before activating the 
starter motor 

• Engine oil has to be at an optimum tem¬ 
perature to offer the fullest protection. There¬ 
fore, increase engine revs and load 
progressively as the engine warms 

• The dirt on your paint can abrade the sur¬ 
face if anything brushes past it. Wash your car 
regularly and direct a hose beneath the wheel 
arches and under the floor to help remove any 
corrosive salty deposits 

• Ensure that the engine coolant contains 
anti-freeze strength of between 30 per cent and 
50 per cent. If the concentration is too low the 
engine could freeze.

To truly understand greatness, you 
need to experience it first-hand. If 
you’ve been lucky enough to wit¬ 
ness a triumphant sporting perform¬ 
ance, the last night of a farewell tour 
or get up close to an old master in an 
art gallery, you know there’s nothing 
quite like it. 

You may already be aware of the Ariel Atom 
and what it represents, but just in case you don’t, 
let me take you through the basics. 

The Atom is possibly the most bonkers 
device money can buy that can still be defined 
as a car. It has four wheels, it has an engine and 
therefore can move under its own steam, but 
apart from that, any similarities between it and 
the car parked on your driveway are merely 
coincidental. 

If one look at the pictures hadn’t revealed all, 
the Atom is a lightweight sports car, designed 
solely for fun, back-road blasts and track days 
rather than carrying passengers or munching 
motorways. 

Forego the need to stay dry or have a 
conversation with your pas¬ 
senger at speed and 
you can ditch a lot 
of unneces¬ 


sary weight; that’s why the Atom essentially has 
no bodywork whatsoever. 

The steel tubular frame that runs from nose to 
tail is essentially it; everything else - including 
the very modest slivers of bodywork - is 
strapped to it. With no roof, no glass, no doors, 
no wings and a boot the size of a lunchbox, the 
Atom is one of the lightest cars on the road at 
around 465kg. 

Yet bolted to the back of it is a 2.0-litre Honda 
V-TEC engine that until very recently was also 
found in the front of the Civic Type-R. 

Supercharged 

In the standard Atom 3, it pumps out 245bhp, 
but this is the supercharged 300 version, and 
even then the Ariel engineers will cough politely 
and murmur the fact that in all probability you’ll 
get a bit more than 300bhp. 

A short physics lesson is required at this point, 
just to illustrate the Atom’s place in the automo¬ 
tive world. 

If you have a car’s weight and its power out¬ 
put, you can calculate its power-to-weight ratio, 
measured in bhp per tonne. 


A Porsche 911 Carrera S, a fast car by any¬ 
one’s standards, checks in at 286bhp per tonne. 

The Ferrari FI 2 Berlinetta, one of the latest 
generation supercars, delivers an eye-widening 
447bhp per tonne. 

And what of the Atom 300? How does 666bhp 
per tonne grab you? 

It’s hard not to be intimidated as you literally 
climb into the Atom, vaulting over the horizontal 
beam and settling down into the stripped-down 
seat. 

The little air deflectors in lieu of a windscreen 
do help, but you are exposed to the elements in 
much the same way as you would be on a bicy¬ 
cle; in good weather that is a good thing. 

Once strapped in, a prod of the starter button 
gets the 2.0-litre unit throbbing away behind 
you. 

The Atom 3 benefited from numerous detail 
changes over the Atom 2, and although the 
visual differences are negligible, the reality is 
certainly worth the effort. 

This is still a loud car of course, but new 
engine mounts have removed much of the vibra¬ 
tion that would be transmitted to your backside, 
the transmission is now slicker than before 
(handy, because you need to change gear very 
quickly indeed) and the suspension has been 
tweaked. 

Fully adjustable dampers allow you to tweak 
the car to suit the conditions. 

With so little weight, super-sharp 
steering and the reactions of 
dragonfly, this is 
gloves-off 
d riv-

ing; the smallest and most delicate of inputs 
from your hands and feet are matched by the 
car, whereas in almost every other car on the 
planet, you feel like you’re pulling levers and 
activating switches. But as much as the steering 
is a joy, the handling is more benign and even 
more fun than before and the sensations from 
the open cockpit are overwhelming. It’s the per¬ 
formance that sets the Atom apart. 

You could own the 245 version and never be 
overtaken again in your whole life, but the 300 is 
totally barking. 


Delivering 

The supercharger gives torque right around 
the rev band, and lets you know exactly when it’s 
working by delivering an apocalyptic wail that I 
can still playback in my head weeks later. 

Pin the throttle to the floor, however fast 
you’re already going and whatever gear you 
like, and the Atom just belts towards the hori¬ 
zon as if it was trying to tear the asphalt from 
the earth. 

No you can’t take three friends with you or 
go shopping in it, but who cares? 

The fact that it is designed and built in 
Britain and costs less than a mid-sized pre¬ 
mium saloon is just a delightful bonus.

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One, two 
and miss 
a few... 


Road safety charity the I AM is 
offering weekly motoring tips 
from Britain’s top advanced 
driver, Peter Rodger. 

This week the 1AM recommends 
“block-changing”: 

• Block-changing contributes to a 
calm and planned driving style. 

• It requires less driver input and 
so allows more time for other things 
like looking for problems or reading 
road signs. 

• A good driver will use the brakes 
or their acceleration sense to slow 
down, not the gears. Brake pads 
are cheaper to replace than 
clutches, so use the brakes if you 
need to. 

• When increasing speed, you can 
save on fuel consumption by skip¬ 
ping out gears, for example per¬ 
haps going straight from third to 
fifth. 

• When slowing on approach to a 
roundabout or junction, use accel¬ 
eration sense and/or brakes to 
decrease speed, and then select 
the right gear for the speed you are 
driving at. This may mean skipping 
out several gears at once. 

• Gear changes should be made 
after braking but before turning the 
steering wheel. 

Rodger said: “Block-changing 
means choosing and changing 
gear once, instead of working 
through all the gears. Missing 
unnecessary gears saves on fuel, 
as well as wear and tear and saves 
driver effort. Use your gears to go 
and your brakes to slow.” 


Country roads present 
bigger threat for drivers 



Lower rural speed limits and more cameras is the current policy 


Despite the explosion in 
urban traffic-calming meas¬ 
ures in recent years, it’s well 
known in road safety circles 
that rural roads present a big¬ 
ger danger. 

The higher speed limits and varying 
road conditions have greater potential 
to wrong-foot drivers. 

Unlike in cities where considerable 
sums of money have been spent on 
speed humps, chicanes and other such 
devices, out in the sticks the measures 
are often no more advanced than a 
motion-sensing sign that flashes up the 
speed limit or warns you of a bend or 
junction. 

Blinded 

As annoying as theses blunt instru¬ 
ments are, and doubly so at night when 
you’ve been momentarily blinded by the 
flashing signs, enforcement has until 
now been limited to traditional speed 
checks and the patchy placement of 
localised average speed camera net¬ 
works. 

Regarding the latter, you’ve no doubt 
seen an arrow-straight country A or B- 
road punctuated by a few miles of aver¬ 
age speed cameras. 

The limit is usually woefully low for the 
conditions and everyone is bunched up 
together in frustration. In reality, this is 
little more than a sticking plaster for a 
much larger issue: few people appear to 
know how to drive responsibly on rural 
roads. 

It’s with worrying regularity that local 
news outlets report on single-vehicle 


accidents on country roads. The 
upturned car in a ditch and car versus 
tree or dry stone wall scenario are sadly 
all too common. 

Worse still is the two-car collision 
resulting from a botched overtaking 
manoeuvre. Again illustrating that it’s 
not necessarily speed that kills but a 
simple lack of skill. 

So what is the big new idea from 
those in power to reduce the accidents? 


It’s been decided that more speed 
cameras and even lower rural speed 
limits will be the new master plan. 

And those in Whitehall have given 
local authorities increased responsibil¬ 
ity for devising their own policies. 

If left unchecked by genuine experts 
who really know what works and what 
doesn’t, there’s every chance that we’ll 
see mile after mile of otherwise safe 
roads neutered by 30mph and 40mph

limits, as well as average speed cam¬ 
eras planted like trees in a sustainable 
forest and retina-burning flashing signs 
on every bend. 

And don’t forget that this thinly veiled 
safety programme will cost consider¬ 
able sums of money. 

Of course, the better long-term solu¬ 
tion would be to invest more in driver 
training and education. Raising stan¬ 
dards would go a long way to eliminat¬ 


ing many of our current problems, but 
as long as drivers believe they are enti¬ 
tled to a licence as opposed to it being 
something you earn, little will change. 

The current policy of slowing every¬ 
one down to the level of the least skilled 
only leads to resentment from those 
who take driving seriously and opens 
the door to wandering minds as we trun¬ 
dle along in a speed limit-induced 
coma.

Price of used 
cars on rise 
- new report 

The continuing rise of used car prices is high¬ 
lighted in a new report published by BCA today 
which shows that the average value of a used car 
in 2012 was £6,199 - the highest annual figure on 
record. 

This represented a rise of £280 compared to 2011 (up 
4.7 per cent), and by £358 (6.1 per cent) compared to 
2010 . 

Not only are used cars values rising, but both average 
age and mileage have risen overthe past three years, while 
performance against CAP Clean has been relatively stable 
around 96.5 per cent. 

As in previous years, the increase in values accelerated 
in the second half of the year. The average value of a used

A GROUP has been established to protect 
and promote a historic Shropshire hillfort. 

Oswestry hillfort which dates back to the 
Iron Age, is seen as one of the most impor¬ 
tant forts of its kind in Europe. 

The Old Oswestry Landscape and Archae¬ 
ology Project has been set up to be the ‘eyes 
and ears’ of English Heritage, which is 
responsible for the hillfort. 

Maggie Rowlands from the group said the 
area saw Civil War activity and they hoped 
to unearth some of the hillfort’s mysteries. 

She said: “We are looking to find funding 
to bring a professional archaeologist to 
speak to the group and work with us. We 
want to organise training days for members 
so we understand more about the fort. The 


hillfort and its history is intriguing and in 
some ways it is very unusual. 

“For example it has large pits which most 
people thought served as some kind of stor¬ 
age area. But a topography survey suggests 
that they may not have been used for stores 
at all leaving us wondering what in fact 
these pits were. 

“Another unusual feature is the fort’s 
straight main entrance. Most forts of its 
kind would have a bendy entrance for 
defence reasons.” She added: “We would be 
keen to hear from anybody who would be 
interested in our work once it starts in 
spring.”

But Oswestry Muslim Society said their ambition to develop a former 19th century Pres¬ 
byterian church into their new home still depended on funding and the result of a crucial 
building survey. 

The group was given permission to develop the former church in Oswald Road by Shrop¬ 
shire Council planning officers under delegated powers. The application sparked more 
than 70 objections, although more than 40 people wrote in supporting it.

Police chief to 
meet public 

A COUNCILLOR has called for the public 
to come out in numbers to a Shropshire 
town’s first meeting with the region’s new 
police and crime commissioner. 

And Councillor Heather Bickerton said 
the talks would be an ideal opportunity for 
residents to put concerns about plans to 
shake up policing in Oswestry to West Mer¬ 
cia commissioner Bill Longmore. 

The meeting was due to take place at 
Oswestry’s Attfield Theatre at the Guild¬ 
hall last month but was cancelled because of 
bad weather. 

It will instead go ahead on February 26 at 
the Wynnstay Hotel, from 7pm. 

Councillor Bickerton said: “I would ask 
everyone to get along and hear what plans 
there are for our town’s police.” 

Councillor Bickerton claims a forthcom¬ 
ing police shake-up will see officers working 
from a ‘pod’ in Wem. She is concerned if 
those changes were brought in, it would 
mean reduced police cover in Oswestry. 


The plans also led to a campaign by the 
British National Party whose members vis¬ 
ited Oswestry and leafleted 2,000 homes 
urging residents to oppose the bid. 

Council officers said the change of use 
plan could go ahead as long as an archaeo¬ 
logical inspection is carried out before any 
works starts. But Muslim society members 
said the project still depended on what the 
survey finds and whether enough funding is 
available. 

George Miah, from the Oswestry Muslim 
Society, said he was pleased permission had 
been given but more work would have to be 
done before a final decision is taken. 

He said: “The next step is to have a sur¬ 
veyor look at the building and tell us what 
we need to do to it. 

“We will look at the funding and how we 
can take the next step.” 

At the moment the society’s estimated 70 
members meet at Eastern Oswestry Com¬ 
munity Centre. The group has searched for 
a permanent home for 10 years. 

Oswestry mayor Councillor Martin Ben¬ 
nett said many residents welcomed the 
prayer centre plans. He said: “Since moving 
to Oswestry 38 years ago I have found resi¬ 
dents to be open and welcoming with enor¬ 
mous community spirit.” 

Shropshire Council officers said they 
were able to pass the application without 
putting it before councillors at a committee 
because the bid fitted policy.

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Singer Rusty shares his story

FOR 10 Years Brian ‘Rusty’ 
Roberts was the singer in 
George Riley’s Band - one of 
the best-known bands to have 
played in and around Oswestry 
in the 1940s, 1950s, and 1960s. 

In this concluding part of his reminis¬ 
cences, he recalls some of the concerts, 
and the pressures which led to him leav¬ 
ing the band. 

It was a 24-piece band, which played at 
the Garrison Theatre at Park Hall camp 
regularly. If we were short, the lads from 
the army band played for us. There was a 
second band, a reserve band, which 
played at the Victoria Rooms in Oswestry, 
where the farmers went.

We travelled to North Wales to play, and 
a popular one we liked was at the big fac¬ 
tory in Newtown, Pryce Jones. We played 
there a few times a year. It was a huge barn 
of a place. 

I would wear evening dress. Frank 
Sinatra was my favourite singer. I was 
single, and I did, in a way, have a follow¬ 
ing, there’s no doubt. I used to get a crowd 
of girls - ‘Rusty, come and see me Mr 
Rusty’, they would say. 

Towards the early part of my time 
singing with the band, I was called up. 
When it was announced at Park Hall that 
this was my last appearance because I had 
been called up, all the army lads at the 


dance went wild and cheered. I did 18 
months in the Army Pay Corps in 
Devizes. 

The worst part was going to some¬ 
where like Llanidloes and finding that 
the idiot in charge of the microphones 
hadn’t brought them. That happened on 
three occasions. I couldn’t sing, so I 
would be in the wilds of Wales with noth¬ 
ing to do for four hours in a place where 
I didn’t know a soul, and the band would 
play without me. 

There was a girl singer who also sang 
with the band for a while but she moved 
away. 

During that time I was working for the 
council in Oswestry. If I was working on 
a Saturday morning, which I did one in 
four, and my father didn’t wake me up, I 


wouldn’t be there, having been at, say, 
Llanidloes until 2am. 

I loved what I did. It was utterly fantas¬ 
tic. I did consider going professional at 
one time. There were some nights which 
were not as good as others. I wasn’t paid 
that much, I would say £2, but if we went 
to Llanidloes it was about £4. In those 
days I was delighted to have it. It paid for 
the beer for the week. We did three nights 
and worked on the Friday and Saturday 
too. I was told to stop at one stage and did 
in the end. A lot of my people at work said 
‘You’re stupid, you’re getting no sleep’.

The big band sound 

IN January 1991, ‘Rusty’ was among more 
than 20 surviving members of George 
Riley’s Band who staged a reunion. 

For 30 years George Riley and his band 
played at dances throughout Shropshire 
and further afield including hunt, police, and 
Press balls, before retiring in 1966 as Shrop¬ 
shire and Midland Area Dance Band cham¬ 
pions. In 1991, remaining members got 
together for the first time in nearly 25 years 
to relive memories of those golden days of 
the big band sound. The late George Riley, 
who is thought to have lived near Maesbury, 
had studied violin, saxophone and clarinet 
at the London College of Music before play¬ 
ing on White Star cruises to Africa. He joined 
Evered Davies playing the Kings Hall and 
Queens Hotel, Aberystwyth and BBC 
Wales. It was in 1936 that he formed his own 
band, adopting “She’s My Lovely” as the 
band’s signature tune. Afterthe war, George 
built up his musicians to big band status, 
becoming resident band at the Garrison 
Theatre at Park Hall from 1946 until 1966.

I tested the 2.0litre petrol but expect the 2.0- 
litre diesel to be the biggest-seller. All versions 
have four-wheel drive, so there’s great traction 
and plenty of grip in bends. 

I’ve experienced a lot better ride comfort in 
rival models but the XV performed well in Euro 
NCAP child safety tests, achieving a 90 per cent 
score. It scored the full five stars overall, thanks 


largely to the seven airbags that are fitted to 
every model in the line-up. Stability is standard 
across the range. 

The elevated driving position is great and 
there’s lots of seat and steering adjustment. 
Rear visibility is not as good as on some of the 
opposition and while everything on the dash is 
where you would expect it Subaru’s distinctive 
styling is a little confusing. 

The boot could be bigger but passed the golf 
clubs test and while the floor can be lifted and 
hooked to create a ramp for easier unloading 
the whole process is a bit of a chore. 

All XVs come with alloys, air-conditioning, 
four electric windows and front fog lights, but 


you have to step up to SE trim for vital kit like 
Bluetooth, an MP3 input and a leather steering 
wheel. Top-rung SE Lux Premium models also 
have powered leather seats, a sunroof and sat- 
nav. 

The XV isn’t cheap by any means and is on 
the same level as an Audi alternative with prices 
starting at £21,295 but when you take the 
‘Everything Taken Care Of package into consid¬ 
eration you can see why this model is such an 
attractive proposition. 

Over 25 years ago I recommended a Subrau 
to a friend who was looking for a 4X4 and today 
he still drives one. I might just point him in the XV 
direction.

In the last 10 years or so diesel 
engines have become so 
smooth and powerful, as well 
as fuel efficient, that they have 
begun to overshadow their 
petrol counterparts. 

Now there’s an alternative capable of 
putting a smile on drivers’ faces while 
reducing their running costs and their tax 
bills at the same time. 

An innovative petrol-electric hybrid from 
luxury car maker Infiniti outperforms its 
petrol stablemate and returns more miles 
per gallon than the diesel. 

Factor in the 5p per litre or so 
petrol/diesel price differential and a family 
hatchback C02 emissions rating and it 
certainly seems like Infiniti is on to a winner. 

The car’s name, the M35h, doesn’t 
exactly trip off the tongue but here is a car 
to rival the big name Mercedes-Benz E 
Class or BMW 5 Series, which can do the 
0 to 62mph dash in a sporting 5.5 seconds 
(one of the quickest hybrids) and average 
nearly 41 mpg. 

Its C02 emissions rating is 159g/km, 
which is certainly low by executive car 
standards and will mean savings on 
Vehicle Excise Duty and company car tax 
for many drivers. 

There are two trim grades, GT and GT 
Premium, and when you factor in a high 
specification which includes all the latest 
bells and whistles its starting price of 
£42,000 makes it a serious competitor for 
conventional rivals. 


There are a couple of little tricks I partic¬ 
ularly liked. The Infiniti has the world’s first 
computer-controlled sound system to 
warn pedestrians of its approach under 
otherwise silent electric running. There’s 
also an innovative blind spot warning sys¬ 
tem which is a boon on busy dual carriage¬ 
ways and motorways. 

Electrickery apart, the M35h is every 
inch the executive express. It is powered 
by a 3.5 litre V6 engine and an electric 
motor with a combined output of 359bhp, 
driving the rear wheels through a super 
smooth seven speed automatic transmis¬ 
sion. The combination even gives it the 
edge over Porsche’s Panamera hybrid. 


It seems able to combine the soft ride of 
the Merces E-Class with the sharper 
handling of its BMW rival. 

And it is particularly quiet. There is little 
aerodynamic or road noise, and it runs on 
virtually silent electric power alone per¬ 
haps more than any other current hybrid. 

On a busy 40mph dual carriageway the 
M35h seemed to be running on electric 
only most of the time -the petrol engine 
assisting only on acceleration away from 
traffic lights. 

And then it’s only obvious because 
when the engine is decoupled, the rev 
counter falls to zero: when running the 
petrol motor rarely rises above a whisper. 


The car’s batteries (which also power 
the started motor for the smooth transition) 
are recharged during braking and acceler¬ 
ation as well as a conventional system, 
which is clearly particularly quick and effi¬ 
cient judging by the power reserves avail¬ 
able. The car can then run on electric alone 
(up to 62mph), on petrol or a combination 
of both. 

For the driver and passenger, the M35h 
is a everything you’d expect of a prestige 
motor car. Its leather seats are both heated 
and ventilated, with multiple electrical 
adjustment to help you find the perfect 
position. There’s even a heated steering 
wheel for those frosty mornings. 


Each gets their own little comfort zone, 
as they are separated by a centre console 
resembling an aircraft control panel with a 
colour screen and enough switches and 
dials to satisfy any gadget lover. 

The higher spec model, the GT Pre¬ 
mium, has a few technological extras 
including the blind spot warning system 
and and ‘intelligent’ cruise control system 
to help you maintain a safe gap from the 
car in front. There’s also a lane departure 
warning system, satellite navigation and 
an upgraded ‘Forest air’ climate control 
system. 

The finish and materials give an impres¬ 
sive of quality and craftsmanship. 


The rear seats three adults in comfort, 
although the one drawback (particularly in 
the hybrid with its battery pack) is the boot 
space. It’s still over 400 litres, but a bit 
behind some of its big name rivals. 

Infiniti is a relative newcomerto the pres¬ 
tige car market, but it has plenty of experi¬ 
ence from its sister company Nissan and 
associate Renault to draw on. 

That’s perhaps why it has managed to 
match the big names in this sector with a 
high performance, luxurious saloon. And 
with the M35h it also has a technological 
edge to please the executive and frustrate 
the taxman.
